Harry. Kendal] Thaw, who on Monday’ 
morning, at 4 o'clock eluded the de- 
tective who had been sent by the Diz- 
trict Attorney’s office to Philadelphia to 
arrest him on a charge of kidnapping 
and. whipping 19-yeat-old. Frederick 
Gump, br. . of Kansas City, was still a 
fugitive from justice last night, sought 
{mall parts of the Hast. 

, Although. indirect assurances came to 
the. District Attorney from advisers of 
Thaw ‘and detectives in his employ that 
Thaw intended to give himself up and 
assert hig, innocence, it appeared last 
night that he purposed at least to have 
the pleasure of ‘giving - his pursuers & 
chase, as he did when he made his 
escape from Matteawan and. got to 
Canada in August, 1915. 

Detective John Cuniff remained, late 
at*the Criminal Courts Building last 
night to be ready: to take Thaw into 
custody should he surrender. A detec- 
tive’ who: had been. in conference with 
Thaw in Philadelphia said that Thaw, 
before surrendering.and returning to the 
jurisdiction of New York State, where 
he “had been conrined for nearly ten 
years after the ‘slaying’ of Stanford 
White, wished. to. go to Pitfsburgh to 
set ‘his affairs in order, in preparation 
for.a long legal fight. 

In Pittsburgh. it was the belief that

Thaw would see 
that an effort to escape would raise the 
presumption of guilt against him, and, 
consequently, would wish to have the 
credit of giving. himself up, it was be- 
lieved that his capture was certain any- 
way. 

On his dash to Canada Thaw was gen- 
erally regarded as a hero and assisted 
by persons along the route, but it war 
pointed out yesterday that the element 
of-eympathy was lacking in the present 
situation,

Say Others Were Tied Up. 


According to enlisted men in the 
‘command, the War Department will 
have plenty of material for investiga- 
tion. Twenty-five of them said at the 
armory: last night that they had not 
been the least surprised at the treat~- 
ment of Kellerman, for they had be- 
}come accustomed to. this form of pun- 
ishment in Texas. The twenty-five were 
angry clear through and they concluded 
a long recital’ of complaints at treat- 
ment and food with the suggestion: 

‘*Come aroung Friday and see what 
happens. There'll be a demonstration 
tren that will astonish you.” 

Why -not now? Why wait until 
Friday?” they were asked. 

“ Because we'll be mustered out of 
Federal service then and there’s some 
conéiderablé “difference in the State 
and the Federal regulations which are 
likely to be broken.’’ 

The ‘twenty-five said there had been 
several instances of ‘‘ spreadeaglism ”’ 
in-Texas, but they could recall the name 
of only one -victim. This man was Gil- 
bert. Dubois, .who, they said, was kept 
all night strapped to a gun wheel for 
some act isobedience at the 
conclusion of a sixty-five-mile hike in 
oi They said members of the Twen- 
ghth United States Infantry, who 
x regulars, had viewed the punishment 
‘and expressed surprrse at it. The u- 
lars carried a guardhouse in which pris- 
oners could be confinea, and the artij- 
lerymen said. they finally got one, aftér 
which..the tricing: up of prisoners was 
abandoned.

GERMANS TO LACK 
FOOD AFTER WAR 


Dr. Michaelis Warns Public Not 
to Cry for Peace with Idea 
It Will End Scarcity. 


el SHORTAGE MAY LAST YEARS 


Imports Limited by Low Ex- 
change, He Says—So All Must 
Keep ‘the Belt Pulled Tight.’ 


AMSTERDAM, Jan, 10, (via London.) 
—Dr.- Michaelis, German Under Secre- 
tary of the Interior, contributes to the 
Volkazeitung of Cologne an article warn- 
ing Germany that peace will not bring 
an immediate solution of the food prob- 
lem. He says: 

“We must- expect for a considerable 
time, perhaps for many years, further 
limitation of consumption and rationing 
as regards the most important food 
stuffs. Germany in the coming years of 
peace will have recourse almost exclu- 
Bively to such foodstuffs as are pro- 
duced within her own borders. 

‘“* Tonnage will be -very scarce, and de- 
terioration of the rate of exchange also 
will oblige Germany to import as little 
as possible,” 

Pointing out that the German harvest, 
even when a full yield !s. obtained, can 
be made to suffice only if rationed, Dr. 
Michaelis says: 

*‘ Thus, even after peace, it will be 
necessary to keep the belt pulled tight 
and there must be further sharp ration- 


ing. -The yearning cry, ‘ Give us peace; |- 


give us more bread’ has no inner basis. 
Of this we must remain conscious, and 
not cry for peace on account of the 
scarcity front whieh we suffer.’’ 


The food situation in Germany, Austria | 


and Hungary was summed up by. Adolph 
von Batocki, head of the German Food 
Regulation Board, in an iriterview with 
Swedish’ journalists as quoted in a dis- 
patch from Berlin: 

“ While there never has been any ques- 
tion of food difficulties in Hungary, Aus- 
tria’s grain harvest possibly was not 


quite sufficiént to last until the new har- 


vest, and Germany, therefore, contem- 
plated delivery of some hundred thou- 
sands of tons of grain to Austria. But 
now Austria’s share of the Rumanian 
supplies enables her to dispense with the 
contributions from Germany.” 

While saying there had been some loca} 
difficulties, Herr von Batocki asserted 
that he thought the situation in hostile 

counties was in many cases worse than 
within the Central Empires.

Progressive Papers See Reversion to 
Reactionary Policies Im, *. 
the ‘Change... 


PETROGRAD, Jan. :10..—The- political 
situation during the last two months, for 
which the word ‘‘ crisis,’’ seems entirely 
inadequate, has taken a new turn. with 
the resignation of Premier: Trepoff and 
Count Ignatieff, Minister of ‘Public. In- 
struction, and the appointment of a new 
Premier. ‘The official announcement of 
this change which has fallen upon = 
country, continuously excitéd and emo 
ffonally exhausted by the drama of swif 
changes and climaxes, hardly create 
the effect which would have been natural 

der ‘other circumstances. : 

This time the tidé has suddenly shift- 
ed and is running, strongly in the re- 
verse direction. rince Golitzine, who 
suceeeds .Trepoff,: is a member. of the 
extreme Conservative oup, who has 
always manifested the strongest reac- 
tionary principles and as a member of 
the Imperial Council has always shown 
little sympathy for the progressive ten 
dencies.of the new régime. The ostensi- 
ble reason for his replacement of Trepoff 
was the apparent inability of the latter 
to preserve a strong, united Cabinet. 

It had been known for some time that 
there was.a great divergence in the 
point of view between two. distinct 
groups in the Cabinet, in one of which 
st Trepoff and Ignatieff, and in the 
other M. Protopopoff, the Minister of 
the Interior. e fall of one group or 
the other became essential. he sig- 
nificance of this latest change in the 
Ministry can best be judged by the fol- 
lowing sentiments expressed by Prince 
Golitzine in an interview after his ap- 
pointment: \ 

**T have not: yet had time to formu- 
late a program, but my watchward will 
be, ‘‘ Everything for the war: everything 
for victory.’ 

“ Being oecupied with this aim, we 
cannot now think of reforms in the in- 
terior. After yictory. we can begin the 
reorganization of our internal life.’’ 

The new Premier said that he was a 
firm believer in. the apere bility. of 
Ministers only to the will of the Em- 
peror and that in this principle the Gov- 
ernment. must: be united. 

‘This, however, does not exclude the 
legislative chambers from taking an in- 
terest in the affairs of Government,’”’ he 
continued, ‘'There is no reason to be- 
lieve that the work of these chambers 
will be postponed beyond the date al- 
ready set for reconvening.”’ 

Prince Golitzine’s career has brought 
him into frequent contact in the past 
with former Premiers Goremykin and 
Stiirmer, with whom he is said to be on 
good terms. He shares the political 
opinions of M. Protopopoff. 

The Russian Volia, a newspaper re- 
cently founded, commenting on the 
change, says: ? 

‘The news has had the effect which 
one might expect. The meaning is clear. 
The old régime has been strengthened 
in the direction taken at the time of 
Protopopoff’s appointment as Minister 
of the Thterior—the original conserva- 
tive course, to which has been added 
new reactionary elements. ‘The theory 
of the penatiee! working of the Minis- 
try, which has been so unsuccessfully 
attempted by Trepoff, has been set 
aside. Consequently, there can be no 
talk at present about co-operation with 
ithe legislative chambers. We see be- 
reve, us desolate parliamentary pros- 
pects.”’

Lloyd George Will Open Nation- 
Wide Canvass with Speech 
in Guildhall Today. 


EVERY HOUSE TO BE VISITED

LONDON, Jan. 10.—Fifteen hundred 
tickets are being issued for tomorrow's 
meeting at the Guildhall, when Pre- 
mier Lloyd George, Bonar Law, , and 
Reginald McKenna, Mr. Bonar Law’s 
preflecessor as Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, will launch the ‘‘ victery 
loan” or the ‘‘ win-the-war loan,’’: as 
it is variously called.~ Applications for 
seats at an early hour today exceeded 
the space available three times over, 
and suggestions were made that over- 
flow meetings be held. 

This is the first time in British his- 
tory that three men ‘who have held 
the post of the Chancellorship of the 
Exchequer have addressed a meeting 
from the samé platform. Mr. Lloyd 
George’s decision rv speak in addition 
to both Messrs. Bonar Law and Mc- 
Kenna came ae a surprise, but a highly 
welcome one; for, apart from the Pre- 
mier’s personality and oratorical power 

fact that his words will at- 
tract public attention as those of no 
other speaker here today, it is felt that 
he may put the objects of the the loan 
in a form which -will be calculated to 
render ita popnerisation easy, and that 
is the end chiefly aimed at in. regard 
to the forthcoming issue. 

The response of the financial interests 
and the so-called moneyed classes is 
counted upon as almost a matter of 
course. What -is desired is to reach 
those sections of the population which 
have hitherto restricted their economiz- 
ing methods to savihgs banks and such 
institutions. Previous war loans prac- 
tically left the wage-earning classes un- 
touched; for, admirable as has been the 
response of the puviic in the matter of 
Post Office war certificates of small 
denominations—from £1 upward—only 
the surface of ‘this gold field has been 
touched. 

There is no doubt that one of the chief 
points upon which the speakers tomor- 
row will dwell will be the necessity of 
economy. Mr. Lloyd-George onre spoke 
of the last hundred millions winning the 
war. Great Britain is yet a long way 
from having reached her last hundred 
millions, but great masses’of her popu- 
lation are yet a long way from -re- 
alizing that the Premier's phrase may 
eventually become a practical reality. 
It is.a curious feature of the war that 
it has been much easier to induce the 
people of this country to risk their lives 
for the cause for which they are fight- 
ing than to sacrifice what they regard 
as their standard of comfort. Lloyd-

FRANCE TO ASK ALL 

TO MAKE SACRIFICES 

Minister Herriot Explains to the 

Times His Plans for Civil 
Organization. 





Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMES 
PARIS, Jan, 10.—Edouard Herriot, the 
new Minister of Public Works, Trans- 
port. and Food, has given the following 
statement to THE New YorK TIMES: 
‘The war has-forced us to organize 
our resources. Good organization of the’ 
army depends necessarily on the effi- 
cient organigation of eivil life. It is no 
longer possibie for complete difference 
between’ the army and the civil zones to 
exist. Therefore, we shall institute civil 
organization and all that it entails, 
which measure forms a part of the new 
Ministry’s program, but we shall ac- 
complish this organization ‘a@ la fran- 
caise.’ The Germans impose it with the 
big stick, we shall set about it me- 
tnodically and with discrimination, al- 
lotting to each individual a task cor- 
responding to his aptitudes, \ 
*“My motto for this great national 
movement is, ,“‘ All sacrifices which are 
necessary—none that is unnecessary.’ It, 
is necessary to warn my fellow citizens 
now that: for some time after peace they 
will be obliged to co-operate more 
closely with one another. ‘he organiza- 
tion that we are now building up will 
certainly leave great traces after ‘the 
war: 

“It has been suggested that we are 
intending to inaugurate State control in 
civil life. However, this is not the case. 
What We Shall ask of every individual is 
to sacritice to the country some portion 
of his time and independence. . 
“{ intend to nationalize the most es- 
sential commodities, such as potatoes 
and hay. <As regards the corn ques- 
tion, it is being studied. Up to the 
present a great portion of the railways 
have been under military control. In _ 
future ‘it will be necessary for the civil 
authorities to have control, which must 
be exercised in harmony with the mili- 
tary direction of railreads’-to assure 
better distribution of our resources and 
forces. 

* Frenchmen, who as soldiers have 
adapted themselves so admirably to the 
new discipline of the present war, will 
not fail to show’ the same spirit in civil 
organization. The result will be a 
more equitable sharing of the things 
essential to life. 

“There will perhaps be somewhat 
less Hberty, but there will certainly be 
greater’ equality and as much _ frater- 
nity. ag before. For instance, my com- 
patriots are ve uneasy about- the 
lighting and heating question. My in- 
tention is to give each a rightful ‘share. 
Not only do i wish to prevent the pos- 
sibility of war factories suspendin 
work, I also wish that the poor people 
shall not suffer by the fault of 
thoughtless: wasters. I want to make 
it possible for the peer wife of the 
shopkeeper, now in the trenches, after 
having put out the lights at 6 o'clock, 
aecording to regulation, to have suffi- 
cient light and coal in her parlor to fin- 
ish — day’s business after the day’s 
work,

MOST WOUNDED GERMANS 
ABLE TO FIGHT AGAIN 


Seventy Per Cent. Return to the 
Trenches—-Epidemic Disease 
Is, Greatly Reduced. 


BERLIN, Jan. 10; (by Wireless to 
Sayville.)\—Of the total. number. of offi- 
cers and mén in the German Army who 
were wounded during: the second year 
of the war, 70 per cent, fully recovered 
and weht back to the trenches, accord- 
ing to official agus published - today 
by. the German Government. Only 6.4 
per cent. of the -wounded were com- 
pletely unfit for military service, and 
the other men wounded were able to do 
military duty. at home. Twelve hundred 
and fifty soldiers went blind during. the 
war. . 


BERLIN, Tuesday, Jan. 3, (via Lon- 
don, Jan. 10.)—A noteworthy decrease in 
epidemic disease in the German armies 
has been ‘observed during the second 
year of the war. - According to official 
reports just’ puDlished* the ‘number of 
cases has droppea «rom. 61 per 1,000 
during the first year of the war to a 
trifle over 38 per 1,000. . ‘ 

The greatest number of patients, 21% 
per 1,000, were treated for nervous dis- 
eases dué to, the strain of battle, and 
particularly of trench warfare under 
terrific artillery . bombardments like 
those of Champagne, Verdun, and the 
Somme. .Pleurisy was responsible for 
six cases per 1,000, prieumonfa four, 
tuberculosis. one-seventeenth, enteric 
one-fourteenth, and dysentery one- 
eighteenth. 

A feature of the report is the absolute 
disappearance of smallpox and the prac- 
tical elimination of other scourges like 
typhus, typhoid, and cholera. his is 
noted in spite ofthe fact. that the 
armies operated areey among popula- 
tions ‘suffering extensively ‘from these 
maladies and under conditions favorable 
to their spread. The immunity of the 
soldiers is attributed to vaccinatiom with 
preventive serums and other scientific 
methods: of prevention. The number of 
men on monthly sick reports from all 
causes has decreased from 120 to 100 
per 1,000. 


BACKS UP U-41 CHARGE. 


Submarine Commander’s Report 


Alleges Cruelty by British. 


BERLIN, Jan. 10, (by. Wiréless to 
Sayville.)—‘‘ The British Admiralty has 
declared,’ says an- Overseas News 
Agency statement today, ‘‘ that the Ger- 
man reports regarding the destruction 
of submarine U-41 and: the ill-treatment 
of First Lieutenant Crompton and’ Jason 
Godau were false. The official report 
of Lieutenant Crompton, who is interned 
in Switzerland, has now arrived, and

“The attitude of the British steamer 
toward the U-41,'as‘well as the brutal 
ill-treatment_of the survivors. on board 
the steamer. on~the-way,,.to England 
were even ‘worse. than: had previously 
been reported. The details show that.a 
treacherous attack was made by. a Brit- 
ish steamer‘ which .flew the. American 
flag while she was firing at the subma- 
rine; they show also an attempt to ram 
a lifeboat, with two survivors, of whom. 
one was ‘seriously wounded; the inhuman 
treatment of. them. on. board -the 
steamer; the efforts. mdde to cause the 
two unfortunate brave'men to perish in 
order to disposé’of the last eyewitnesses 
and prove’ that this British crime 
against civilization and humanity far 
eclipses even the Baralong and the King 
Stephan. cases.”’ ‘ ,

ond Baralong case, declaring that a 
British patrol ship flying the American 
colors, : after. destroying the submarine 
on Sept. 24, 1915, deliberately ran down 
a rowboat containing the only two sur-, 
vivors.

mother and father were wavering’ on! 


the question of accepting Thaw’s offer 
to pay to him $50 a'month and educate 
him: at the Carnegie Institute in Pitts- 
burgh, they were influenced in favor of 
it by a long editorial in a Kansas City 
newspaper, telling how: Thaw had. be- 
come a-philanthropist, and was using 
his wealth to provide technical training 
for ‘studious .and_ deserving ouths. 
suraps parents: had -intended- that --he 
should go next year to the University 
of California, but, according to the boy, 
they. had read so much and heard. so 
mueh of Thaw’s benevolence that they 
decided to intrust Frederick’s education 
to’ him, . F 

.Une of the papers found in the effects 
in Brower’s room at the Belgravia was 
a document which Assistant District. At- 
torney Black called the ‘‘ pater noster.” 
According to one man, who saw this, the 
paper said that Thaw was the ‘ mas- 
ter,"". and the whipping he had admin- 
istered was deserved. Mr. Walsh said 
that “he did not: believe that Gump had

Ww. reference to the wording of the 
document Mr. Walsh said:

Assistant District-Attorney Black ad- 
mitted yesterday that Detective Barney 
Flood had been asked to do rather a 
large piecé of detective work_ single- 
handed when he was sent to Philadel- 
phia on: Sunday to keep watch-on Thaw 
and on his alleged accomplice. Mr. 
Black. said further that Flood was under 
primarily ‘to arrest 
Thaw, but to make sure that his com- 
panion should ‘not escape. 

“Thaw was the most important man, 
all right,’’ said Mr. Black, ‘‘ but we 
felt that escape was impossible for him, 
because he was so well known, whereas 
his companion was little known and an 
important witness.’’ : 

Detectives Fiood’ and ‘Cuniff, the latter 
arriving in Philadelphia later, reported 
that Thaw had escaped with two other 
men from the Belgravia between 3:30 
and 4 o’clock on Tuesday morning. while 
Flood was following Oliver A. Brower, 
who, had left Thaw’s apartment. 

. Thaw had ample warning. After Gump 
escaped from him on Christmas Day 
Thaw sent a telegram to the elder Gump 
trying to head off the scandal. Under 
advice from Mr. Walsh, no reply was 


sent. . 

It ‘is. probable that Thaw did not be- 
come. suspicious that. an_ investigation 
against him was on until last Saturday, 
when. he came in the morning to ask for 
a suite of rooms at the McAlpin which 
he had engaged. When he was told ‘that 
the. reservation had been canceled he 
demanded an explanation. It was. not 
‘forthcoming. Neither Manager Bloomer 
nor Chief Detective Denniston was pres- 
ent, and they’ were the only ones who 
knew definitely of the charges against 
Thaw. The old reservation for Thaw 
had stood since Christmas Day, when 
Thaw left the city after the alleged 
beating of young Gump. On last Fri- 
day. the management of the hotel had 
wired to -Thaw in Pittsburgh that he 
could not have the rooms, but he had 
evidently not received the telegram. On 
Saturday,’ when he was turned away, 
Thaw: was accompanied by a man be- 
lieved to be Brower. 

When he learned later in the day that 
Thaw had been there and gone Chief 
Detective Denniston at once sent word 
to Assistant District Attorney Black, 
who had already been investigating the 
charges for a day. Mr. Black started a 
search for Thaw, but it was too late. 
It. was learned that he had breakfasted 
at the Woldorf-Astoria, lunched at the 
Belmont, and held several conferences. 
It is believed that he left the city late 
Saturday afternoon. His name was not 
found on any hotel register under the 
date of Saturday night. 

he first tangible proof that ‘Thaw 
was warned came girectly to District 
Attorney Swann on Monday morning. 
According to his secretary, Horace 
Foster, a man known to have repre- 
sented Thaw .in the past called on the 
District Attorney and asked tS arrange 
a conference between. Mr. Swann and 
Thaw. 

‘““T expect to place Thaw’s case before 
= Grand Jury .tomorrow,” was the 

istrict Attorney’s reply, according to 
Foster.”’ If Mr. Thaw will call here, of 
course I will be glad to see him.” 

One of the mysteries of. the case is 
that. after learning that Thaw was 
warned, only the one detective was sent 
to Philadelphia after him. Assistant 
District Attorney Black explained yes- 
terday that Flood was _ sent alone to 
Philadelphia. and Cunniff to Pittsburgh, 
because it was feared tnat, if the police 
in this. city or in Philadelphia, were 
called on to aid in advance of the find- 
ing’ of the indictmet, the fact that Thaw 
was sought would become known pre- 
maturely. 

No. detectives were asked for from 
the Police Department in this city. Re- 
lations between that department and the 
District Attorney’s office have been 
strained since Police Commissioner Ar- 
thur Woods asigned a detective to work 
up the material which ex-Judge Deie- 
hanty made the basis of charges against 
District Attorney Swann. 

The two detectives learned from hotel 
employes, that after Detective Flood had 

een led away in pursuit of Brower, 

haw, with two companions, left their 
room -and hurried away in a taxicab.

‘*Flagellation is not in itself a symp- 
tom of insanity,’’ Dr. Gregory replied- 
‘“In fact, flagellation is rare among the 
insane. It is possible, however, for an 
insane person to be a flagellant.”’ 

Dr. Gregory said that if Thaw were 
arrested and brought to trial the Mag- 
istrate presiding in the court would 
have‘ authority to decide whether or not 
he should be examined by another san- 
ity commission. Legal insanity, he ex- 
plained, consisted of being unable to 
assist in his own defense or unable to 
understand the nature of the proceed- 
ings against himself, or to understand 
the nature and quality of the act for 
which he was being tried, and whether | 
ft was right or wrong. he lawyers 
for either the prosecution or defense 
could take the initiative in urging the 
Magistrate to as gr & commission “to 
pass on sanity, he said.

Anti-Saloon League Superintendent 
Says Railroad Is Violating Law. 


William H. Anderson, State Superin+ 
tendent of the Anti-Saloon League 6f: 
New York, issued a. eharge yesterday 
that the New York Centrai Railroad-was 
illegally selling liquor in ‘ dry” sec- 
tions of New York State. In a atate- 
ment, which he made public, Superin- 
tendent Anderson said: 

* The New York Central Railroad sells 
liquer jn dry territory in flagrant and 
contemptuous disregard of law. The 
Anti-Saloon League of New York has 
obtained legal evidence of ‘this iilicit 
liquer traffie and unless it at once stops 
the sale of liquor entirely or issues an 
order restricting such sale on trains to 
wet territory in which alone it is lawful, 
and making adequate provision for en- 
forcing guch an order, we shall proceed 
against the officials of the road after 
one week at any time that is convenient 
for us. This is not short notice. 

“ The attention of the road was called 
to its violation of law a whole year ago, 
and the President has ignored three let- 
| ters written to him. The other roads in 
the State replied, and the Delaware & 
Hudson stopped the sale of liquor on 
July 1. The Pennsylvania and the 
New Haven do not sell liquor on their 
trains; and the Lackawanna, the onty 
other passenger road in the State whic 

continecs the sale of liquor, does not 
oat in New Jersey or Penneyivania, and 
in New York is waiting on New 
¥crk Central, its competitor for Buffalo 
busi ness.

A new, and to the defense unexpected, 
witness appeared yesterday in the per- 
jury trial of Franklin D. Safford, former 
. Clerk of the Hotel Kensington, Plainfield, 
N. J., and identified Charles H. Wax as 
Rae Tanzer’s friend. 

The witness, Mrs. Mildred Silverstone 
of 1,020 Rogers ,Place, the Bronx, was 
positive Wax was the man she had seen 
dining in the Tanzer apartment ‘‘ about 
Thanksgiving time’’ in 1914. This was 
an additional link in the chain of evi- 
dence to corroborate the confession of 
Wax that he was the Oliver Osborne who 
had met and won the Tanzer girl's 
favor. The witness told her story in 
straightaway style, and under cross- 
examination she would not confine her 
answers to yes and no, but gave un- 
solicited information that was regarded 
as favorable for the Government. 

The trial of Safford is one of a series 
that grew out of the suit brought by 
Rae Tanzer against James W. Osborne, 
charging him with having promised to 
marry her while posing as Oliver Os- 
borne. After tne filing of that suit she 


was indicted for using the mails in a 
scheme to defraud, and it was because 
he identified James W. Osborne as Miss 
Tanzer’s companion at the Plainfield 
ate that Safford was indicted for per- 
u 
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ross-examined by Benjamin Slade, 
, Safford’s lawyer, Mrs. Silverstone said 
‘ghe had voluntarily gone to see James 
W. Osborne in October, 1915. She ex- 
Plained that she had talked the matter 
ever with her husband and that he had 
told her the case was so important that 
ghe should tell what she had seen. 
Asked why she waited to make this 
visit, she said she could not recollect 
having read of the case until after her 
return to the city, late in 1915, from a 
Summer vacation in New Hampshire.

URGES WIDER AMATEURISM. 


Calkins Would Make More: Liberal 
Golf Eligibility Rules. 


Leighton Calkins, Mayor of Plain- 
field, inventor of the Calkins system 
of handicapping, and a: man who has 
been in close touch with golf for many 
years, gave out a statement last night 
on the amateur status of Ouimet, and 
on other matters which will be dis- 
cussed at the annual meeting of the 
United States Golf Association at the 
Hotel Astor tomorrow night. Whereas 
he differs with the Executive Commit- 
tee on its ruling in the case against 
the former national open and national 
amateur champion, ‘he supports strongly 
the association on every other count. 
He suggests a modification of the 
stringent Ruling 6 on Section 7 of the 
By-Laws, under which the Woodland 
players were debarred. 

Calkins had much to do with the 
drawing up of the present constitution 
of the United States Golf Association, 
and is consequently in -a. position to 
know in what spirit the various clauses 
were formed. He suggests a change in 
tbe amateur rule to make it read: ‘An 
amateur golfer is one, who plays the 
} game only as a reereation, and who 
neither directly nor indirgctly capital- 
izes his- skill, reputation or: standing 
as a player or teacher, for the purpose 
of making money, or for pay.” He 
would also allow the writing of articles 
and the editing of ES magazines by 
amateurs, but he_is doubtful as to what 
limitations should be put on jsolf. archi- 
tecture y amateurs. He defends 
stanchly the U. S. G. A. from the at- 
tacks of the allied clubs in the West, 
and points out. that all’ these clubs can 
change their standing to active member- 
ship. at a total addéd expense of $20 per 
annum. 

In closing his letter he says: ‘‘ The 
situation is this: We are all after the 
same thing, but we are. floundering 
about in a sea of suspicion.. What is 
wanted is common sense, and a willing- 
puaae fe discover the other fellow’s view- 
point.

The first victims of the ‘‘‘capitalization 
of athletic fame ’’ ruleAn the ranks of 
the Amateur Athletic Union were an- 
nounced last night when the registration 
committee of the Metropolitan Associa- 
tion of the A. A. U. decided to ask Platt 
Adams, of the New York A. C., and 
Edward L.. Emes, of the Bronx Church 
House, to turn in. their registration cards 
because they are engaged in the sporting 
goods business, contrary to the rule 
Passed at the last annual meeting of 
the A. A. U. r 

It is not doubted that Platt Adams, 
who is a world’s ‘champion standing 
jumper, will comply with the request of 
the committee. He said when the mat- 
ter was first talked of about a week 
ago that he would abide by the decision 
of the committee, and that he had de- 
cided to retire from competition, whether 
or not it was considered that he came 
under the provisions of the new clause. 
-Emes, who also is a standing jumper, 
arid who is entered in the games of the 
Irish American A. C. to be held in the 
Seventy-first Regiment armory on Satur- 
day night, is not likely to take the action 
of the committee.so quietly. It has beén 
said that he would apply for an in- 
junction to prevent the committee from 
barring him from competition in the 
games. This Emes would neither affirm 
nor deny last night when told of the 
actign of the committee. He character- 


ized the attempt to dictate what business 
he’ should pursue as un-American and 
called attention to the fact that he was 
cngaged in the sporting goods _ business 
before the rule was passed, so that in 
his case it was retroactive legislation.

POLICE EATERS KEEP 
~ WITHIN PRICE LIMIT 


Dr. Fisk Thinks It May Be Nec- 
essary to Cut Down the Calo- 
ries Lest Some Get Too Fat. 


Those in-charge of the police diet 
squad, which began.on Monday a three 
weeks’ test of the theory that any one 
may live on.food costing not more than 
25 cents a day, announced last night 


that the daily menu had been kept 50 
far within this amount. Whether tlio 
mien are being properly nourished will 
be determined tomorrow, when they will 
he. weighed and examined by physicians. 

Re reakfast yesterday the men had 
horhiny, bananas, mil, rolls and coffee. 
For tuncheon they ate baked beans, salt 
pork, brown bread and tea. and fur din- 
ner they partook of goulash with onions 

and otne vegetables, steamed rice, hot 
biscuits or emra fused: apple pie and tea. 
bea lunch cost 6 cents, and dinner 10 
cents. 

It was estimated that each member of 
the squad had obtained 850 calories in 
the noon meal, and 1,325 calories each 
at dinner, divided in’ this form: Four 
ounces of goulash, beef, ‘carrots and 
onions, 225; two ounces of rice, 200; two 
baki powder biscuits, 200; one ounce 
of butter, eg ap opis Dee. 450, and sugar,

SUFFRAGE PICKETS 


Six Silent Sentinels Posted at 
Each of the Main Gates of 
the White House. 


BUT HE GOES BY OBLIVIOUS 


While Police on Duty Only Smile— 
Women to Post Guards with 
Military Regularity. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—The agrees 
House has been picketed before, but 
never until today by hostile suffragists. 
It was placed in the beleaguered state 
this morning under the new silent 
sentinel ’’ campaign, — by the Con- 
‘gressional Union for man Suffrage 
as an outgrowth of the lure of esi- 
dent Wilson to declare in favor of the 
proposed Federal suffr an amendment 
when he received a delegation of 
suffragist leaders at the White House 
yesterday. 

The first guard mount of the suffrage 
sentinels -marched across historic La- 
fayette Square a few minutes before 9 

o’clock this. morning, under command 
of Miss Mabel Vernon. The detail con- 
sisted of six young women. The Ser- 
geant of the guard for its first. day of 
picketing was Miss Mary Gertrude 
Fendall of Baltimore. 

Twenty-four suffragists, besides the 
officer of the day and the Sergeant of 
the guard, were utilized today. Twelve 
were on picket duty this morning and 
the others this afternoon. Six were 
stationed at each of the two main gate- 
ways—east and: west—from which the 
semi-circular roadway leads to the main 
entrance to the White House. Each of 
the sentinels carried a banner. Two 
banners of yellow bunting at each gate 
were inscribed with the words: ‘ Mr. 
President, What Will You Do for Woman 
Suffrage?’’ Flanking each of these 
banners were two others, displaying the 
suffrage colors—-purple, white, and yel- 


low—but bearing no inscriptions. 


President Wilson was one of the first 
to enter the ‘western gate after the 
sentinels went to their posts. He was 
returning in a sedan motor car at_10 
o’clock from a game of golf. and seem- 
ingly ignored the presence of the pick- 
ets when he. passed them. One of the 
sentinels, whem asked whether the Pres- 
ident smiled as he passed through the 
gate, replied: 

“Not so that 
was utterly ob ivious, 
our presence here.’ 


Ignored by White House. 


If the Congressional Union members 
expected that the stationing of these 
pickets would result in a flare-up of 
reséntment from the White House to- 
day they were disappointed. No dis- 
agreeable incident occurred. At the 
White House it. was said that it was 
the purpose to ignore the presence of 
the pickets. The White House police, 
supposedly acting under orders, merely 
ply d when they approached the senti- 


nels.

WHAT THE DUAL SUBWAY IS 
DOING. 

Trinity Corporation announces that 
the improvement of “ {ts run-down 
realty “has been made necessary in 
“large part by the development in 
“ connection with the subway,and the 
“widening of Seventh Avenue.” 
Therefore 365 old-fashioned houses in 
the Greenwich section will give way to 
modern structures which may easily 
enough accommodate two or three 
times as many tenants. There is an 
agreeable contrast between this an- 
nouncement and the criticisms made 
some years ago that the condition of 
the church’s realty was not creditable 
to itself or to the city. 

But what was the church te do? It 
was futile to provide accommodations 
fer tenants attracted elsewhere by 
transit facilities which did not reach 
its property. Even yet the improve- 
ments which should have been sup- 
plied ten years ago are not complete, 
and the church is rathér ahead of time 
than behind it. In a neighboring sec- 
tion of the city the Sailors’ Snug Har- 
bor property also is undergoing better- 
ment upon a considerable scale. The 
prosperity of the outer boroughs rivals 
that of the central district of the 
greater city. These are supplementary 
rather than competitive movements. 
Each stimulates the other, and the 
entire city would suffer for the lack 
of either better business or residential 
accommodations. 

The slums of New York are dis- 
appearing.. The tenement law does 
not allow them to exist, and the rapid 
transit facilities enable their popula- 
tion to exist more decently. We are 
approaching the last of the large ex- 
penditures which made this marvel 
possible, and we are only beginning 
to collect the profits... Some persist 
in lookihg for them in the financial 
accounts of the dual subway, but they 
are only half the story, and the 
smaller half. 

BUFFALO BILL. 

Colonel Copy, “ Lieutenant Colonel 
the Hon. Witt1am F. Copr,” as the 
London papers used to call him in the 
Jubilee year when he was showing the 
Queen about his Indian camp and the 
Prince of WaLEs rode in the Deadwood 
stage, was the picturesque.and genuine 
incarnation of a West that is gone, of 
the days when @ million buffaloes 
“ roamed the plaigs,” as in the novels 
of Mr. Br.gas’s and Mr, Munnzo’s se- 
ries, dear to the youth of oldsters. 
Some of those oldsters remember when 
buffaloes could be shot from the win- 
dows of Union Pacific trains. The 
strain of adventure and a romantic 
temperament was in his blood, Irish, 
Spanish, English.. He trapped and 
hunted:-and fought Indians when only 
a boy. He was in wild Kansas, now 
so tame, ten years before Mr. Doveétas 
brought in the Kansas-Nebraska. bill. 

All the excitements of the frontier 
and the trail were his. He was a man, 
it may be said, at 10, when his father 
was killed in a row over slavery, the 
seed of dissension between men and 
parties and sections. He was freight 
wagon courier, pony express rider, he 
drove stage. The sum of his accom- 
Plishments and activities was all that 
the boys of fifty years ago deemed ad- 
mirable and heroic. He was a hero 
such as “NED BuNTLINDS” or EMERSON 
BENNETT or MaYNE REID could but 
strive to depict. He was a brave and

Hand, He was.a brave soldier. Other

Buffalo Bill delighted 
millions and became better known 
than the equator. .

came museum pieces; so to speak, 
curled darlings’ of preserves and 
parks and Buffalo Jonms—not too 
wild cattle, “buckers” that kicked 
the sun, <Arapahoes, Cheyennes, 
Pawnees, Sioux, all gorts of Tawnies; 
the Deadwood coach; better than all 
the gilded coaches of NaPvo.zon, rat- 
tling .and capering along, . pursued 
and rescued, to the sound of shots 
innumerable and the darkening of 
heaven and earth with dust. 

It was a grand show, let the slaves 
of the movie habit say what they will. 
It pictured an extinct civilization and 
barbarism. It was honest, manly, 
courageous, of the open, like its mas- 
ter. Wecan see him still, a little stiff 
in the legs latterly, but a gallant fig- 
ure.

SILENT, SILLY, AND OFFENSIVE. 

Suppose this impossible piece of 
news should be printed tomorrow 
morning: 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Socialist 
leaders visited the White House to ask 
the President to support Socialism. He 
replied that his views on that. subject 
were unchanged. Upon leaving the 
White House they held an indignation 
meeting, at which it was resolved to 
post Socialist pickets hereafter about 
the White House grounds and to make 
it. impossible for the President to enter 
or leave the building without ¢ncoun- 
tering a picket bearing some device 
pleading the Socialist cause. The 
pickets will be known as “ silerit sen- 
tinels.’’ At the indignation meeting a 
fund was started to finance the move- 
ment. HEucsns V. Dsss started the 
fund with $1,000, Bouck WHITs con- 
tributed $100, and a promingnt mem- 
ber of the I. W. W.. pledged $100 a 
month. 

The popular feeling at:this organized 
harassment of the President can be 
imagined. It would not have much 

chance to gather headway, of course, 
because at the first manifestation of so 
impudent an attempt to annoy the 
head of the’ nation the police would 
unceremoniously assemble the offend- 
ers in a patrol wagon and deposit 
them in a body in thé District . jail. 
However, no one can imagine the So- 
cialists, the Prohibitionists, or any 
other party conceiving of a perform- 
ance at once so petty’ and so mon- 
strous; one could not imagine even the 
I. W. W. attempting it. Why? Be- 
cause they are men, and men’s minds 
may be wicked, virtuous, wise, or fool- 
ish, but are not made so that they 
would work in just this way. There is 
something in the masculine mind that 
would shrink from a thing s0 com- 
pounded of pettiness and monstrosity, 
if for no other reason than that he 
would dimly feel ‘the eieatamed and 
futility of it. 

Yet nobody is astonished that 
woman, suffragists should propose 
such a thing, and therein lies a matter 
of deep concern in dealing with the 
whole woman suffrage question. The 
granting of suffrage would intrude 
into governmental affairs a great body 
of voters comprehending many whose 
minds do work in just that way, a 
great many to whom that compound 
of pettiness and monstrosity seems 
natural and proper. It would intro- 
duce into the management. of the 
Government many persons so consti- 
tuted that they can see nothing wrong 
in trying to influence the. President 
himself by d@uresS when they cannot 
convince him by argument. That the 
female mind is inferior to the: male 
mind need not be assumed; that there 
is something about it essentially dif- 
ferent, and that this difference is of a 
kind and degree that with votes for 
women would constitute a political 
danger is or ought to be plain to 
everybody.

M : of stock that were 
y steries. asked by the members 
of the special committee of the House 
wher. they had Barnarp M. Banuct oh 
the stand, they were Particularly eager 
for. information on the subject. If so, 
and if interest meant ignorance, they 
were in much the same position as is 
the greater part of the general public, 
for the mysteries of “ short selling” are 
always the last to be cleared up by the 
occasional speculators in stocks, and the 
majority of them never think of “ play- 
ing the Wall Street game"’ from what 
may be called that side of the table. 

** Buying for a rise”’ they all compre- 
herd, as does everybody else, but the 
selling of what one doesn’t own, in the 
intention or hope of buying it later at 
a lower price, and making the difference 
between the two transactions, is some- 
thing that as a rule seems either practi- 
cable or defensible only to hardened 
veterans of the exchanges. Even those 
veterans are not much inclined to ad- 
vertise their operations of that-sort, and, 
in spite of the fairly-cogent arguments 
by which short sales are justified as 
protective against excessive declines, it 
is difficult to escape the conviction that 
the professionals, too, share the common 
belief that such sales are more apt to 
be reprehensible than commendable. 
After all that can be said for them has 
been said, the fact remains that short

gales tend to decrease the value of other 


men’s property, and it is poor consola- 
tion for those who have suffered losses 
to be told that except for the short 
sellers they would or might have lost 
more than they did. 

The popular. distrust of short selling 
has, for the amateur speculators whe 
know something about it, the added ex- 
planation that on “long” stock the 
possibilities of loss are Mmited by its 
yalue, whatever that may be, since 
stock cannot drop below 0. On: short 
sales losses there is no such restriction, 
as the victims of many a “corner” 
have discovered to their great pain. 

Lastly, the short seller wants ‘what 
nobody else wants—namely, that prices 
should fall. Dislike’ for him is there- 
fore easily éxplicable, and in that dislike 
there is something instinctive and there- 
fore necessarily right. No wonder, con- 
sequently, Secretary Lansing was glad 
to be able to say that even if he had 
realized the opportunity for short sell- 
ing created by his advance information 
about the President’s note of Dec. 18; he 
wouldn’t have known ‘how to do it. .

‘A Group of Modern Paintings— 
Work of George Inness. ‘ 


Three collections are on view at the 
galleries of the American Art Associa- 
tion. The pictures are a modern group 
brought together from several estates 
and private owners, 
tion of F. L, Loring 
of Diaz and Troyon. Henner Bou- 
guereau, Richard Wilson, Vibert, 
Knaus, Jacque, Corot, Daubigny, Ziem, 
and other diverse talents. The late 
Leon Mandel’s collection contributes a 
characteristic Alma ‘Tadema, ‘' The 
Baths of Caraculla,’’ elaborately : ar- 
chaeological; an equally characteristic 
Gérdme, a dé Neuville, a Henri Laisse- 
ment, & Kowalski, and others of simi- 
lar tendency. The executors of the 
estate of Isidore Wormaer, Hill, Lock- 
wood, Redfield & Lyons, attorneys; 
Mrs. Harold Thorne, Edson Bradley, 
and Mrs. Florence Macy Sutton are 
responsible for the rest of the paint- 
ings. 

Those belonging to the collection: ef 
the late James F. Sutton, who was the 
organizer and for many years senior 
member’ of the American Art Associa- 
tion, are the most interesting, includ- 
ing as they do Mr. Sutton’s twenty-four 
examples of Claude Monet ranging 
from the river .:ews of the middle sev- 
enties to the w:.er lily series of the late 
nineties. This quarter of a. century 
spent upon painters’ problems resulted 
in a change of attitude affecting to a 
greater or less degree all European art. 
The modification of color by light was 
taken up by Monet's successors, and 
. pictures painted in a low key went out 
of fashion. Some of the most beautiful 
Monets in the present group are not, 
however, pitched in a very high key. 
The magnificent ‘Fleurs dans wun 
Pot,” a bunch of pink roses and white 
spirea in a brass bowl, is quiet and 
rich in color; the ‘‘ Village de le R6éche, 
Creuse,” is a dark canvas with houses 
on the crest of a hill silhouetted against 
a brilliant cvening sky. Even the cele- 
brated ‘‘Eurtal of the Rouen Cathe- 
dral,’”’ under u morning light, shimmer- 
ing in violet, rose and yellow, impresses 
the observer now as a rather sober 
color scheme.

halien, It is immaterial to the point at issue 
to ask whether either of these contentions 
was true. Bach served to placate thé public 
at home and to place the biams upon the 
United States for an unsticcessful wir and 
fruitless negotiations.

Private Shipyards yards Hindered by Ad- 
vancing Prices of Materials.

It is my business to be familiar with 
the work which thé shipyards are doing 
both for the United Statés Government 
and for private concerns, There are 
only fivé Shipyards in the tountry which 
are large enough end have adequate 
facilities to build battle cruisers. Only 
one of thé five yards had taken 380 
much business that it was unable to 
bid: for the battle cruisers, and this 
shipyard had within a month receited 
a contract for two of-the new battle- 
Ships, which flied its capacity: The 
other four yards all submitted tenders, 
but, as the battle cruisers could not be 
bulit within the Yimits fixed by Con- 
gress, they took advantage of the clause 
in the Appropriation bill authorizing the 
Secretary of the Navy to make con-

The Secretary of the Navy, in his re- 
cent letter to the Congressional Com- 
mittee, states that the private shipbuild- 
ers of the country are unable or ufi- 
willing to undertake the tomplete pro- 
gram with any assurance of speed in 
complétion, even at prices which the 
department régards as unreasonably 
high, and you say point blank that 
it is inconceivable that the work can- 
not be profitably done for the maximum 
sum authorized by Congress. 

‘The facts are that the shipbuilders are 
neither unwilling nor unable to under- 
take the work, as is evidenced by the 
fact that the Secretary of the Navy 
has récéived offers from them for the 
four Lattle eruisers and two scout cruis- 
ers not yet contracted for.

COL. WM. F. CODY, 
‘BUFFALO BILL,’ DEAD 


Body of Noted Plainsman and 
Scout to Lie in State in 
Colorado Capitol. 


END CAME IN 71ST YEAR 


One of Nation’s Most Picturesque 
Characters Galned His First 
Fame as Indian Fighter. 


DENVER, Col., Jan. 10.—To add her 
measure of appreciation of what the 
West owed him the State of Colorate 
will receive the body of Colonel Will- 
iam F. Cody, (Buffalo Bill,) who, died 
here today, into her Capitol Sunday, 
there to lie in state for four hours. 

Funeral services for the noted scout 
pare to be held Sunday afternoon, when 
the body will be placed in a receiving 
vault in a local cemetery, but the burial 
will not take place until next Spring, 
probably Decoration Day, when the body 
will be interred in a tomb hewn from 
the rcck at the top of Lookout Moun- 
tain, near this city. Plans already are 
afoot for the erection of a suitable 
monument at this final resting place. 

The funeral services Sunday are to 
be held in the Elks’ Home, in charge of 
the Denver Lodge of Elks. In accord- 
ance with the wish of the co wh scout, 
however, all the societies to ich he 
|belonged are to have a part in his 
funeral, including the Grand_Armiy of 
the Republic, the Pioneer Society of 
Colorado, and the Cowboy Rangers of 
Denver. The Masons will have charge 
of the interment of the body in its 
mountain tomb. 

“ederal troops will escort the body 
from the Capitol to the Elks’ Home for 
the services, according to plans tonig _ 
and other Federal troops are. expect 
to march in the funeral cortege.

His Picturesque Career. 


With the passing of Colonel William F. 
Cody goes one of the most picturesque 
characters of America, whose life rec- 
ord is’ part of the history of the West 
and whose career linked the pioneer 
days and the rough civilization to the 


modern development of that section. He 

was. in turn hunter, scout, soldier, 
Sheriff, showman, ranchman, and actor. 
The earliest part of his long career was 
amid scenes as thrilling as the adven- 
tures of fiction, where his life was 
saved by narrow margins scores of 
times, and yet he never lost his nerve 
or hesitated to venture again and again 
when he believed duty demanded the 
risk of him. 

Colonel Cody was born in Scott County, 
Iowa, on Feb. 26, 1846. He was 10 years 
old when he accompanied his father. to 
Missouri and later to Kansas, where 
they were among the first settlers. His 
father, who became a member of the 
Territorial Legislature and was opposed 
to. slavery was assassinated in the 
“ Border ar”? in Kansas.. Young 
Cody, then 14 years old, was left on 
his own resources with his ge a Faas 
two sisters to care for. He ob 
work as one of the Government freight 
main operating between Salt Lake City 
and the Missouri River. 

When the “ pony, express” was start- 
ed between St. oseph, Mo., and San 
Francisco, Cody promptly entered the 
service as a rider. 

At the beginning or the civil war he 
enlisted as a scout with the Seventh 
Kansas Cavalry, first connected with 
General Blunt’s command, and served 
with Generals McNeil and A. J. Smith. 
At._the close of the war he went to 
Leavenworth, Kan., where he started 
a hotel which he called the Goldén 
Rule. In 1866 he married Miss Louisa 
Frederici of St. Loyis. He contracted 
to furnish the Kansas Pacific Railway 
with all the buffalo meat required to 
feed the laborers engaged in building 
the road, and in eighteen~ months, 
1867-1868, he killed 4,280 buffaloes, for 
which he came to be known as “ Buf- 


falo Bill.” 

In 1868-1872 ° ‘he served in the 
operations againsi the Sioux and 
Cheyenne tribes. He was made Chief 
of Scouts by General Sheridan, and re 
ceived a bonus of $1,000 for carryin 
= atch from Fort Hayes to i 

ge, 95 miles. In 1872 he was elected 
to. the Nebraska Legislature. 

It was in this year that “ Buffalo 
Bill ’’ guided Grand Duke Alexis of Rus- 
sia on a buffalo hunt. Cody’s fame as 
Indian fighter and hunter had reached 
the East, and many New Yorkers went 
out to see him and hunt. Among the 
first were Leonard Jerome, James Gor- 
don Bennett, Anson Stager, and J. G. 
Heckscher. In return they invited him to 
New York, where he saw his first play, 
and where he conceived his first idea of 
going into the show business. 


Guided Big Horn Expedition. 


In 1874 he guided the Big Horn expe- 
dition, and with the uprising of the 
Sioux in 1876 he was again appointed 
Chief of Scouts, this time by General 
Crook. In the Spring of that year the 
Sioux went on the warpath. General 
Crook faced the Indian forces at Bonnet 
Creek. While the opposing forces were 
waiting for each other to make a move, 
a mounted Indian rode slowly from the 
Sioux and Creyenne war lines and, paus- 
ing between the lines of soldiers and 
redskins, shouted in the Cheyenne lan-

Fh 7 challenger was Yellow Hand, a 
noted war chief. Before General Crook 
could interfere Cody spurred his horse 
toward the chief, firing his pistol, killing 
the Indian’s horse. At the same time 
Cody’s horse stepped into a hole, throw- 
ing Cody. Both men regained their feet 
and rushed upon each other in a hand- 
to-hand combat. Yellow Hand swung his 
tomahawk at the scout’s head, but the 
latter’s left hand closed on the handle 
of the weapon, while with his right he 
drove his hunting knife to the hilt in 
the heart of the Indian 

At the outbreak of the ‘Sioux in 1890 and 
1891 Colonel Cody weg placed at the 
head of the Nebraska National Guard, 
with headquarters at Pine Ridge 
Agency, and fought the battle of 
Wounded Knee. In 1895 he began the de- 
velopment of land in the Wyoming Vai- 
ley > irrigation. Settlers flocked to 
the section, until the town of Cody had 
expanded to a population of more than 
5,000, though it dwindled in population 
in later years. 


His: Reception in England. 
Colonel Cody’s ‘‘ Wild West” show, 
which ‘he later developed and combined 
into a larger group of performers in the 


presentation of Western life under the 
name of ‘‘A Congress of the Rough 
Riders of the World,” first presented 
at Omaha, Neb., became a familiar 
entertainment yearly in every city in 
this country and in most of the large 
cities of Euro i At his first appear- 
ance and performance in England he 
was greeted by 40,000 spectators. 

Mr. Gladstone, then Prime Minister, 
accompanied. by the Marquis of Lorne, 
visited Buffalo Bill at the eonclusion 
of the performance. The late King 
Edward became a warm admirer of 
the plainsman. and never failed to 
attend whenever the ‘* Wild West” 
layed return engagements in Great 
Britain. Colonel Cody was presented 
to Queen Victoria and to other members 
of the royal family. Most of the 
crowned heads of Europe were at one 
time or another spectators of the ** Wid 
West ”’ and knew Cody personally.
